The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
recognizes this tact aud 
itself 
hesi­ 
tates to apply for a large increase of 
wages. The alienism e. however, is a 
reduction in the cost of living, This 
is the-reason the question was present­ 
ed to the President instead of to the 
railroad administration. 
There tan be no doubt that much of 
the present increase in the cost of 
living is psychological. That is to san, 
prices which are legitimately high are 
made illegitim ate' still 
higher 
be­ 
cause it is known that the public mind 
is prepared lo accept the idea of 
an 
increase. This can not last. Whatever 
increase is legitimate will remain and 
whatever increase of wages is neces­ 
sary to meet this cost will be made. 
But the artificial part of the increase 
can not permanently be met by higher 
wages and ought not to be permitted 
to exist at all. The present tendency 
to relax the 
g o \emmental 
interfer­ 
ences with business which character­ 
ized the war, and to let everything go, 
tends to profiteering and speculation. 
It produces a discontent 
among 
Hip 
working classes which decreases tHeir 
willingness to produce. If they pro­ 
duce less, no possible increase in their 
wages can maintain their standard of 
living. 
An individual or a small class may 
maintain its standard of living in ihe 
face of decreased supply by proportion­ 
ately decreased income. But no numer­ 
ous class can do this, since with the 
decreased supply there w 
enough to go around on the original 
scale, no matter what the change in 
money standards. The only 
way 
to 
maintain or improve the standard of 
living is to increase 
production 
and 
make distribution more just and more 
efficient. The mere device of squeezing 
up wages on the one aide and prices 
on the other will not accomplish aud 
may prevent this result. 
The present price situation is rapid­ 
ly becoming so abnormal that the plan 
or leaving it to the natural laws 
of 
supply, demand and 
competition 
to

“Ojie of the points so small that it 
is frequently overlooked is the matter 
of grease cups. After a bard tour, the 
passage from the grease cups to the 
surface requiring the lubricant often 
gets clogged up with hardened grease 
or bits of dirt.

“Ojie of the points so small that it 
is frequently overlooked is the matter 
of grease cups. After a hard tour, the 
passage from the grease cups to the 
surface requiring the lubricant often 
gets clogged up with hardened grease 
or bits of dirt. 
"When this happens the surfaces in 
question get no lubrication and conse­ 
quently wear rapidly. Annoying 
and 
persistent squeaks and rattles are the 
inevitable results,’’ s a y s 
George Ash, 
of the agency for Overland and Willys- 
Knight cars here. 
‘‘The condition can 
be 
frequently 
recognized by the 
extrusion 
of

grease from under the 
cap 
of

grease cup when screwing

Burbank, who has given 
to 
the 
world the best possible in nearly 
every plant species, is today en­ 
gaged in experiments with a new 
species—the human race. 
At the age of 70, the plant Wiz­ 
ard has come to realize that 
he 
may not live to see all of his ideas 
become realities unless he gives a 
little attention to his own life. 
Therefore, he is studying himself 
as carefully as 
he 
studies 
new 
plants. 
He seeks to discover at 
what speed he may work to last 
the longest and 
accomplish 
the 
most for the world. 
But this is by no means absorb­ 
ing all of his attention. Six thou­ 
sand experiments with plant life, 
in all stages of development are 
also being carried on here.

Clean the ends of the pipes with sand­ 
paper and then place them together. 
Next wind No. 18 copper wire or door 
bell wire with insulation removed over 
I the splice, being sure to wind tight 
I and close together.

I.—Germany 
jUBt 
now is striving hard to revive 
the 
slogan, “Business as usual,” 
which 
plagued several nations during 
the 
war .until they learned that the "as 
usual” didn’t fit with war. 
With Germany at present, it is a 
struggle 
between many 
conflicting 
elements not the least of which are 
decreased 
raw 
materials, 
rolling 
stock, markets—and an impaired la­ 
bor supply due to wair conditions, 
lowered food. and industrial unrest. 
But w’hlle the government has been 
wrestling with S p a rtan s and near- 
with strikes; po­ 
litical 
agitation; 
new constitutions, 
and so on. German business men have 
been casting about to get back to 
work and trade. 
The first concrete evidence of this 
has just come to light with the report 
that a business men's commission bas 
been making a three weeks’ investi­ 
gation in Russia with a view to find­ 
ing an outlet for German products in 
that war-wearied land. 
While much of Russia is in chaos, 
the business men were reported 
to 
feel that there Is a favorable outlook 
for them In that country. 
. Germany has considerable machin­ 
ery which she can export. 
One big 
electrical supply house, according 
to 
information, has 
sufficient 
products 
on hand for nearly a year to come. In 
this field, Germany has been going 
onward, and will soon be in the mar­ 
ket to do business with other nations. 
Before the 
war, 
she could 
export 
many articles to foreign markets and 
undersell home products. This proba­ 
bly will he rather more difficult here­ 
after, because of limitation of coal 
and raw materials, and a constantly 
increasing cost of labor due to con­ 
stantly recurring strikes and a con­ 
stant growth of the socialization pro­ 
cess. 
Supply of Potash 
One factor overlooked in general 
discussions of German business pro­ 
spects is her supply of |>otafiji. Thi« 
[supply 
is unaffected 
by I he 
peace 
I tleaiy ; aud tile world is clamoring 
, for this for fertilizer purposes. 
And 
(Germany can get this product out at 
only -lightly increased cost over her 
previous 
price, while, at 
the same 
time, she can demand more marks 
for it than before in view of the low­ 
ered value of the mark. In this way, 
she stands to gain considerably from 
this one source alone. 
This 
business should prove 
vast 
again within a short time, tlins en­ 
abling the country to obtain credits 
for materials from foreign countries. 
German business foresees that it 
will he under a vast load for a long 
period of years, clue to war debts and 
indemnity taxes. 
But the average 
German business man is prepared to 
go at itis task anew if he can gel a 
a prospect 
on. 
Socialization 
however may 
upset 
many of their plans for there can he 
uo question that there is a constantly 
increasing trend toward socialization 
of manv lines ol business. Until the 
time comes however in which busi­ 
ness is a s.ate 
affair, 
the 
German 
business 
man intends 
to go 
after 
fre-h 
trade, as evidenced 
by 
this 
freshly completed Russian probe. Ger­ 
many believe# that it can reach out 
to the east for business, and 
this 
move show# that. there is where the 
trend is first eoing to be. 
It wa# reported that Russia could 
undoubtedly 
gi\<> some 
agricultural 
products, particularly 
Eastern 
Rus­ 
sian cotton, in return for manufac­ 
tured goods. This, however, will prob­ 
ably depend largely on transportation 
facilities which at present appear to 
be 'n bad shape.

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Today Telephone Properties 
Are Returned 


After a year of Federal control, the telephone property, which 
m akes up the Bell Telephone System, is today returned to its own­ 
ers by the United S tates Government. 


W hile the property has been properly maintained, it is not the 
sam e property which the G overnm ent took over on August I, ISIS. 
It is not as adequate for its job or as well manned as it was; that 
it is not, is in no way the fault of Federal control, which was emi­ 
nently fair. 
It is due to causes fur which neither the Government 
nor the companies are to blame. 


A year ago todiv we were at war. 
Labor and m aterials needed 
for both telephone operation and construction were turned to mili­ 
tary uses. 
Some m aterials were so vital to the carrying on of the 
war th at even the work of providing telephone facilities tor the 
Government was retarded and no part of them could be spared for 
the commercial telephone purposes. 


No less vital was the Government need for those skilled to 
create, maintain and operate the vast intercommunication systems 
necessary in modern w arfare and in the conduct of the vastly in­ 
creased Government services. 


Thousands of telephone men were already at the battle tront. 
Thousands more were under arms, and still telephone experts and 
skilled operators went into tire service of the Government and con­ 
tributory industries by the tens of thousands. 


T he reserves of plant and equipment were drawn upon until 
they were entirely used up, and the experienced staff was gradually 
depleted. 
To find others to take the places of those who had gone 
was difficult; to train them takes time. 


During the year came victory and the armistice, and instantly 
the business world sprang into intense activity. 
TJie demands for 
telephone service passed all former records. 


To replace the exhausted reserves which had been carried for 
just such purposes and to replace the skilled forces to meet this 
unprecedented emergency there began a rush for construction, for 
readjustm ent, for high pressure repairs, for feverish extensions. 
All these must be continued with increasing effort. 


The return of the property comes in the very midst of this race 
between an overpowering demand, and an upbuilding of a system 
whose growth was held back and whose forces were scattered by 
the vital needs of war. 


Much progress bas boon made in the upbuilding of this system, 
but far more is still required to meet the swift growth of business; 
and also to give "first aid” to every other business and every other 
service struggling against an unprecedented demand. 


The prosperity, which creates this emergency in service cre­ 
ates also a scarcity of those desiring employment in the service. 


Under such conditions telephone service generally has not 
been and could not be up to the pre-war standard. 
If is beyond 
human power to immediately overcome the handicap which the 
situation imposes. 


There a r e no people in any public or private endeavor who are 
w orking more tirelessly or strenuously for the common good than 
those of the telephone companies. 
Service has always been given. 
more of it must be given and if must be improved. 
That improve­ 
ment in some cases will fake months. 
Eventually service must 
win the race with demand.
